DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adul¬ 
teration (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
(hereinafter referred to as tho said rules), in rule 42, after clause 
(V), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:-— 

“Eovery package containing alcoholic beverage shall 
carry a label containing the Following dejlaration, namely:— 

Contains..per cent of ethyl alcohol by 

volume at 15/15°C (.Degree under proof) 

l or the purpose of this declaration, the tolerance limit 
for ethyl alcohol content shall be ±2.5 percept of the declared 
strength." 

3. In rule 57 of the said rules, in the table, against item 2, 
under the heading (i) Beverages” after the optry ‘Today .. 
5.0”, in column 2 and 3, the following entries shall be inserted,
